“Students especially should care very deeply about what 
big money has done to our government. Cleaning up the 
money scandal has enormous benefits for our next genera- 
tion,” McBride said. 

“Every young person has a deep vested interest in creat- 
ing a democracy that responds fairly to all Americans, not 
just to the few wealthy special interests who today use their 
millions to win big tax breaks and lucrative government sub- 
sidies. Any student who has taken Political Science 101 
knows who loses under the current system: citizens, whose 
voices are drowned out by the wealthy and whose tax dol- 
lars pay for these generous tax breaks and benefits,” she 
added. 

To increase the involvement of young people around the 
country, Common Cause offers internships to students at its 
Washington headquarters. These interns will be able to play 
an active role in Project Independence either in Washington 
or in states and communities around the country.

In his State of the Union message, President Bill Clinton 
endorsed the McCain-Feinglod reform legislation. He also 
urged Congress to pass the legislation before the Fourth of

This legislation would end campaign abuses by banning 
soft money in congressional and presidential elections, curb- 
ing special interest contributions to candidates, providing a 
voluntary system of spending limits for congressional races, 
and giving candidates free and reduced-cost television time.

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Recently-Published Instructor 
Shares Secrets to Her Success.

Many poets dream of have a 
book published. Susan 
Aizenberg, UNO Writer’s Work- 
shop instructor, recently realized 
that dream. 

Aizenberg is one of three po- 
ets in a collection called “Take 
Three: 2 Agni New Poets Series.” 
Her section is called Peru, but she 
said it does not have any particu- 
lar theme. When others read it 
they derive their own ideas. With 
20 poems, it is a compilation of 
more than a decade of work. 

The book is Agni’s annual 
volume of new poets meant to 
help launch the poets’ careers. 
Aizenberg said her next goal is 
to have a book published alone. 

Aizenberg received her 
bachelor’s degree at UNO and her master’s degree at the 
University of Vermont. She teaches at both Metropolitan 
Community College and UNO, and also edits the poetry for 
the Nebraska Review, published by Writer’s Workshop. 

Born in Brooklyn, Aizenberg has lived all over the United 
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States. She has been in Omaha for 11 years. Some 
of the places she has lived appear in her work, 
she said. Since she spent her childhood in New 
York, many poems are set there. 

Aizenberg admires many poets including 
Lynda Hull, David Wojahn, UNO Professor Art 
Homer and Elizabeth Bishop. She looks for beau- 
tiful language and surprising diction, as well as 
poems that reveal an experience of life — all 
characteristics she strives for in her own writ- 
ing. 

The publication process involves a lot of re- 
jection, Aizenberg said. Different publishers have 
different needs and tastes. She has been sending 
her poetry to publications for several years, in- 
cluding a manuscript to Graywolf Publishing. 

Her advice to poets trying to get published is 
to approach manuscript submitting as their job. 

She also emphasized writers should be con- 
cerned with learning the craft. 

“There is no substitute for education and good teachers of 
the art,” she said. ‘“You must love.the work, because success 
is rare.” 

“Read a lot,” she added. “I don’t know any published writ- 
ers who aren’t voracious readers.”

The DSA made great progress 
this past semester, resulting in an abundance of positive feed- 
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back. A sign language workshop is being considered. Some of 
the members of the DSA think it would be a great step forward 
if they could educate teachers in basic sign language. The DSA 
will also be installing a computer program called Jaws. Jaws is 
a voice synthesized program. New audio books will be pur- 
chased and available for students to check out hopefully in the 
fall. A newsletter will also be distributed this fall to show the 
student body how DSA is progressing. 

The International Student Services (ISS)will see 95% of the 
ISS student body graduate this year, a total of 25 students, Among 
the activities of this organization is a pamphlet entitled “Inter- 
national Student Services.” This pamphlet includes informa- 
tion on ISS and explains how international students benefit from 
the opportunities that the ISS offers. Along with this pamphlet, 
a booklet was handed out to welcome the international students 
to the university. This booklet includes such information as the 
location of grocers which specialize in foreign foods as well as 
the location of international restaurants, churches and religious 
centers.

So, what does all this have to do with gays and equal rights 
for homosexuals? Well, when | was in the third grade I could 
have easily told you who in my class was black and who was 
white. But who was gay and who was straight? I’m not sure I 
would have known what gay was in the third grade. 

In fact, the first time I remember being aware of homo- 
sexuality I was in the fifth grade. One of my friends, Chris, 
used his hand during basketball games to hand-check another 
friend, Randy, while he was guarding him. Chris put his hand 
on Randy’s back and, apparently, accidentally touched his 
butt. Randy called Chris a “fag” and I had to ask one of my 
older brothers for clarification later. 

And that was my exposure to homosexuality, A fag was a 
guy who put his hand on another guy’s butt. 

I don’t recall thinking much more about homosexuality 
until after high school when, much to my surprise, some of 
the friends I had met from time to time turned out to be gay. 

Looking back at the example of the school busing it may 
seem amazing that I, a heterosexual, would have any gay 
friends at all. Too be honest, I cannot give some social-theory 
answer'as-to why I made the leap to acceptance rather than to

So 
much for an attempt to duplicate any, successes that racial 
integration received through busing. 

So, when and where will Americans learn to love gays as 


‘their friends? Well, on April 30 one of the most watched shows 


on television, “Ellen,” will give America what it has never 
had before: a gay leading character on a prime-time, network 
television show. 

Last fall Melinda Paras, the director of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force told a National Coming Out Day 
crowd at UNO that the most powerful act a gay person could 
do is to come out of the closet. Paras said that by coming out, 
gays make people realize that gay people are already part of 
their daily lives. 

Paras is right and the proof will be seen as we watch the 
ratings for “Ellen” in the weeks after the big show. 

“Ellen” is a popular show and its star, Ellen DeGeneres, 
has been a popular comic for a number of years. If anyone 
can stand up and say “Look, I’m gay, do you still love me?” 
and get away with it, itis DeGeneres. She is the perfect spokes- 
woman for gays. Aside from being a lesbian, mainstream 
America would be hard-pressed to find anything else objec- 
tionable about her. She is dictionary-definition cute. Her com- 
edy is funny not because she is gay, but because it fits the 
mainstream parameters of comedy.’ 

And, of course, she. is a woman, It may be an accident that 
the first openly gay character on television is a lesbian, but 
nothing could be more fortuitous. Mainstream America may 
have a problem with gays of both genders, but it is homo- 
sexual men that give then the willies. ° 

The show “Ellen” and its star, BHen, are.coming out of the 
closet and I, for one, plan to watch the bigger show unfold; 
Welcome-to-homosexuality: the-final civil-rights.frontion—- 
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Normally, when I see something I don’t like, or am of- 
fended by, I do something right away. However, like most 
students at UNO right now, I hardly have time to even be 
offended, much less make a telephone call. I, like so many 
others right now, have several papers due on top of each other, 
and finals to study for, in addition to work, which feels a little 
stressful right now, too. So, what I’m saying is, I’m a little on 
edge. To quote one of my favorite commentators, Dennis 
Miller, I feel a rant coming on. 

I was on the phone with one of my professors early last 
week, and he mentioned an occurrence in the parking lot that 
bothered him, but I didn’t think much of it. But, the next day 
T saw it myself. Coming out of the Durham Science Center 
last week, I saw with my own eyes, a representative of the 
Gideons, right here on campus. 

At first I just ignored him, as I normally do. You get to the 
point where you ignore those who would thrust their flyers, 
opinions, or religious beliefs on you while you try to make 
your way to your car. But then, as I was loading backpack 
and purse into my car, it occurred to me: This guy was on 
private property! I mean, he was right there, leaning against 
the wall of Durham with his little cardboard box full of Bibles 
at his feet. 

Has anyone else been following the lively debates in the 
Gateway Letters-to-the-Editor section? The ones about cults, 
and religion and atheism? Did anyone read my column about 
cults recently? Is anyone else just a little miffed at the audac- 
ity of the university to give permission to a religious organi- 
zation to promote itself on campus? Has anyone else thought 
of this? This is a state supported educational institution and 
quite frankly my not-so-humble opinion is that the propaga- 
tion of religious beliefs has no business on this campus. That’s 
what public sidewalks are for. : 

Not many of you remember the mid- ‘70s. I guess most of 
you were babes in arms during that time. It was a time when 
comers of major streets in the downtown areas of major met- 
ropolitan areas were occupied by all sorts of religious fanat- 
ics. Sidewalk preachers, Hari Krishna’s, and strange young 
men in turbans and Robert Hall suits would shout the glories 
of their respective gods (or gurus), chant, dance, sing and 
exhort passers by to join them. They handed out pamphlets, 
bibles, or other huge tomes containing the scriptural teach- 
ings of whatever religion. It was very, very hip in the ‘70s for 
some to shed their worldly belongings to follow the teach- 
ings of Swami-Somethingorother-Anand Ji. 

“Propagation” was an important part of these various reli- 
gious sects. Propagation meant to go out on the streets and

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spread the Word. It didn’t matter whether the propagators were 
children of God, Premies, Moonies or whatever. The teach- 
ings of whomever they followed was considered the Word 
and they all had a duty to spread it around. Thus it is with the 
Gideons. If we were to be fair about this, we shouldn’t leave 
anyone out. We should expect to hear finger cymbals and 
chanting next week as we wander across the campus. Or per- 
haps a disheveled self-proclaimed messiah shouting out his 
or her interpretation of the Judeo-Christian bible. Perhaps there 
will be clean cut young men in cheap suits and young women 
with long hair and earth shoes passing out “free” copies of 
“The Aquarian Gospel” with flowers, asking only a small 
donation to help them in their work. 

Well I have something to say about that, too. Phooey! 

There is religion and there is religion, and it is all well and 
good. I believe that we all need to have faith in something, or 
even faith that there is nothing. I believe that every one has a 
right to exhort, cajole, and sermonize. Even though I hate 
them, I guess it’s even OK to have the invitations to Mass up 
on bulletin boards all over campus. But does it have to be in 
the form of a person smiling, albeit benignly, in my face on 
the campus at UNO? 

Having said all this, I'd like to reiterate that I’m merely 
expressing my opinion. I assume everything about the pres- 
ence of the Gideons on campus last week was above-board 
and legitimate.

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Professor Indicted 
in Grade Scam

SAN DIEGO— A marketing professor at 
Mesa College in San Diego has been indicted 
for accepting bribes in return for selling pass- 
ing grades to foreign students so they could 
remain in the United States illegally. 

Federal prosecutors announced Thursday 
that Darnell L. Hayes, 49, is accused of ac- 
cepting money in exchange for giving grades 
of Aor B starting in 1992 to 31 foreign stu- 
dents who were enrolled in more than 60 
classes he taught. 

Prosecutors say the students didn’t attend 
classes, perform class work or complete any 
exams, and that Hayes got about $150 from 
co-conspirator Sam Koutchesfahani for ev- 
ery passing grade he sold the students. 

Hayes alse is accused of accepting money 
from foreign students through Koutchesfahani 
for falsely certifying to Ohio University, the 
University of Oklahoma and Eastern Ken- 
tucky University that he proctored 87 corre- 
spondence courses for 34 foreign students, 
The stadents used the unearned credits to 
maintain their student status in the United 
States. 

Four other people, — including 
Koutchestahani, officials and professors at 
three other San Diego area colleges, have al- 
ready pleaded guilty in connection with the 
scheme. 

Koutchesfani recently made news when 39 
members of the Heaven’s Gate cult commit- 
ted mass suicide at the mansion he owns in 
the posh community of Rancho Santa Fe, 
Calif., north of San Diego. 
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Cliffs Notes Banned 
At Villanova U.

VILLANOVA, Pa. —- So much to study, so 
litle time. 

For years, Villanova University students in 
search of a quick lesson in Mterature could pick 
up the Cliffs Notes of Shakespeare's “Macheth” 
or Hawthorne's “The Scarlet Letter” at the cam- 
pus bookstore. 

But now, the university says i's getting rid 
of the rack of familiar yellow-and-black paper- 
backs. 

“Some students are falling into a ‘Cliffs 
Notes Syndrome’—the notion that there’s one 
correct interpretation of a piece, and if you sum- 
marize it, you have captured wisdom,” John 
Johannes, Villanova’s vice president for aca- 
demic affairs; told the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
“That flies completely in the face of what we 
strive to do in |humanities} courses.” 

~ Professors also complain that students rely 
too heavily on Cliffs Notes, which provide plot 
suminaries, character outlines and suggest in- 
terprelation of the work. 

The decision to stop selling the guides at 
the bookstore has drawn applause from faculty, 
and outrage from student jeaders and the pa- 
perbacks’ publisher. 

Atapublic forum, student government lead- 
ers said they were upset because the university’s 
senate didn’t get a chance to vote on the issue. 
In a full-page advertisement in the student 
newspaper, Cliffs Notes president Doug Lin- 
coln accused the university of “book banning 
and censorship.” 

The university acknowledges, however, that 
the decision is largely symbolic. Cliff Notes are 
available to students in bookstores in Philade- 
phia and nearby universities.

Millions In Federal Aid

While education officials have always 
known some college students falsify docu- 
ments to get Pell Grants, it’s only recently 
that they’ve been able to determine the ex- 
tent of the lies. 

A new study reveals that more than 
100,000 college students received Pell Grants 
during the 1995-96 school year who should 
have never received the free federal money. 

According to the U.S. Department of 
Education’s Office of Inspector General, col- 
lege students lied about their family income 
to get the award money. Worse yet, the In- 
spector General’s office reported that col- 
leges, by themselves, have no way of dis- 
couraging the practice. 

“We knew some people were lying, based 
on our past criminal investigations where we 
have found that students had lied,” said 
Patrick Howard, director of student financial 
assistance programs for the Office of Inspec- 
tor General at the Department of Education, 
“We just had no idea of the magnitude.” 

Just how large is the problem? The Inspec- 
tor General's report found thousands of stu- 
dents are lying and costing the government 
millions as a result. 

Working with the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, the Inspector General’s office compared 
family incomes reported on students’ finan- 
cial-aid applications with those reported on 
their parents’ federal tax records. The audit 
showed the government gave $109 million 
more than they should have to at least 
102,000 students in 1995-96 because students 
either failed to report or underreported their 
income, 

In addition, at least 1,200 students who

claimed to be veterans were not. The result, 
according to the Inspector Gencral’s Office. 
was that they were granted independent sta- 
tus, which most likely increased their cligi- 
bility for Pell Grants. Students in this cat- 
egory were awarded more than $1.9 million 
in Pell Grants, which are supposed to go only 
to needy students. 

The audit also referred to four unnamed 
students who stood out because they had “the 
greatest income discrepancies” between their 
tax forms and student-aid forms. Three of the 
four students received full Pell Grants; the 
other was awarded a grant slightly below the 
$2,400 maximum. 

The parents of the four students reported 
family incomes to the IRS ranging from 
$646,720 to $1,306,913. During the same 
period, three students reported zero earnings 
on their student-aid applications and the 
fourth reported just over $7,000. 

It gets worse: One unnamed student re- 
ported no income on the student-aid appli- 
cation, even though the IRS found the 
student’s family reported niore than $1.3 
mnillion in adjusted gross income on their tax 
return. The student, although his identity ts 
known to the IRS, can’t be prosecuted, 
Howard says. 

In fact, none of the students who received 
Pell Grant money will be prosecuted. 

“At this point, we cannot go after them 
criminally, although we'd love to,” Howard 
said. “It’s part of our agreement with the 
IRS.” 

That agreement only allowed the Depart- 
ment of Education to report how widespread

the fraud is. It did not allow the department to reveal the 
names of the students either to the public or the schools where 
the Pell Grants were applied. 

Currently, the department relies on colleges to verify that 
students submit accurate data on their student-aid forms. Fed- 
eral law requires colleges to verify key eligibility informa- 
tion for at least 30 percent of their students who receive fed- 
eral aid. 

But while many colleges require aid applicants to submit 
copies of their family’s federal income tax form, the colleges 
have “‘no assurances” that the forms are the same as those 
sent to the IRS, the report said. 

“Sometimes people submit fake 1040s. There are market- 
ing companies that are in the business of producing fraudu- 
lent tax returns,” Inspector General Thomas Bloom told leg- 
islators in March. Bloom testified during a hearing before a 
subcommittee of the House Committee on Government Re- 
form and Oversight. 

He said many colleges are too time- and cash-strapped to 
investigate whether the financial information submitted by 
students is fraudulent. They lack the experience, too, to fer- 
ret out offenders, he said. : 

Bloom recommended that the federal government take on 
the responsibility of insuring that federal aid is going to the 
students who need it. He said the IRS should share tax re- 
turns with the Department of Education, a move that critics 
have said would invite “Big Brother” into students’ private 
lives. 

“T’ma strong believer in privacy rights,” Bloom said. “But 
it is different when you’re asking for federal money.” 

Leslie Gray, a freshman at Harold Washington College in 
Chicago, agrees that the Department of Education should 
work with the IRS to pull records at will. “I think they should,” 
said Gray. “Those people [students who lie] take money away 
from people who don’t have any money for college.” 

She said she was surprised by the IRS audit. “That makes 
other people, like me, look bad,” she said. 

Gray, who attends a community college where tuition and 


books run slightly more than $1,000 annually, says she re- ° 


ceived the maximum Pell Grant award this school year. “With- 
out it, I wouldn’t be in school,” she said. 


Gray says she’s heard of students at the school talk about | 
falsifying information. “They say, ‘I can try to get more ! 
money if I say I’m on public aid,’ [when they’re not.} And | 


I'm like, ‘Like they don’t know.’” 

Many financial aid officers said the audit caught them off 
guard, too. Cathy Kavanagh, associate director of financial 
aid at the University of Delaware, says she’s never seen Pell 
Grant fraud in her 10 years of working at the university. “I 


was surprised by the IRS audit,” Kavanagh said. “From our ! 


perspective, we review every Pell Grant applicant.” 


That review usually takes the form of comparing what the © 


student said one year to the next. “So if their income drops 
dramatically, we will ask them to document it. We ask for a 
copy of the tax return,” she said. 

But even those verification methods aren’t full-proof, since 
students can bring in false returns, Kavanagh acknowledged. 

While the Department of Education plan may solve the 
problem, Kavanagh was concerned. “As a taxpayer, I would 
be concerned about confidentiality,” she said, “It depends on 
how they would use the information.”

“An album, it’s the ultimate goal for most 
bands. They work their tails off performing live 
to crowds of 10 or fewer at times, all so they 
can put together a CD of their own work. Some 
bands put albums out before they are ready. 
Others just pretend to be somebody else and 


put out an albutil that appeals to a core audi- 


ence. Then there are bands like Naked. 

If you’ve heard the band’s debut single, 
“Mann's Chinese,” you ought to be able to get 
the gist of the album. Naked’s self-titled debut 
album will hit every rock ‘n’ roll fan from al- 
temative to roots rock to the “new” rock of rock 
Stations like Z-92. The band powers itself 
through 10 songs with raging chords and daz- 
zling lyrics. 


this Saturday at Nebraski. 
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Missile Command i is one of 19 bands scheduled. to appear at the Reader Sune Games 


“Mann’s Chinese” is just the tip of the ice- 
berg. The song has been added to over 100 ra- 
dio stations nationally, including KEZO and 
KGDE in Omaha. It’s a powerhouse song with 
that perfect mix of classic rock and new rock. 
A chorus you can sing, rhythm to stomp your 
foot to, and guitars that make you wish you 
could play electric guitar rather than air guitar. 
The song is about Hollywood, referring to it as 
a “gilded ghetto.” It’s one of those songs that 
you can’t get out of your head once you let it 
in. 

The rest of the album is just as poignant and 
powerful. Naked wrestles with tough ideas, and 
wins. “Naked” is an album that from afar ap- 
pears to be just another addition to the pile in 
the corner, but once there it continues to call 
out until you can’t put it down. 


Three Blind Eyes 


Almost the exact opposite happens with 


Third Eye Blind. Here, the first single, “Semi- 
Charmed Life” will charm the socks off you. 
It’s got an easily recognizable beginning so you 
can rush to the radio and turn it up, the guitars 
are fun, and the vocals are poppy. 

The problem comes when listening to the 
test of the band’s self-titled debut album. There 
isn’t anything technically “wrong” with the al- 
bum, it just doesn’t seem to hit as hard or play 
as fun. 

Maybe the biggest flaw would be in a song 
like “Jumper.” 
The song is an 
acoustic ditty 
that brings a 
smile to your 
face, giving you 
that “I’m as [° 
happy as a baby 
with a Popsicle” feeling. 
But the lyrics bring you back 
to reality with a somber effect. 

Sometimes you can read too 
much into an album and maybe 
that’s the case with Third Eye 
Blind. Then again, sometimes 
when you continue reading into something you 
discover what’s really wrong. “Third Eye 
Blind” is appealing to someone who might use 
it as a supplement to the radio, but for some- 
one who tends to rely on CDs, it probably won't 
make it through the week.

of stumbles into your CD player. After looking, 


at the CD cover (a stuffed bear carcass from 
upper chest to mid-mouth) it just doesn’t seem 
appealing.

Then the guitars would 
shave another Silverchair leg with a dull blade. 
Sure some of the chord changes are easy and

Bassist Chris Brady would 
then wield his bass like an ax, 
chopping bits and pieces off the 
third leg until it was a stub.

With a Vengeance’

It’s 10 minutes to 8:00 p.m. on Monday, 
April 14, 1997. At the very last minute, yours 
truly managed to score a ticket to Beck. I 
wasn’t exactly jumping up and down about 
seeing Beck at first. I saw Beck play live at 
Lollapalooza ‘95 and I was a tad disappointed. 
Beck just did not rock live like he does on his 
albums. — 

However, at Monday night’s show, Beck 
came back with a vengeance, invading Omaha 
with Atari Teenage Riot, a techno-nightmare- 
Front 242-wannabe band, who needs to lay 
off the crystal meth. Enough said. 

Also on hand, the sweet, relaxed reggae 
sounds of The Roots set the pace for every- 
one to shake their groove thing. At one point 
in The Roots’ set, the band began to chatter 
like squirrels leading into what appears to be 
some experimental improvisation that in- 
cluded an organ, which was truly the high- 
light. 

When Beck hit the stage, with his band 
decked out in cowboy gear, he took control 
of the room with his charming disposition and 
more importantly his energetic, happy-to-be- 
here delivery. Referring to us as ladies and 
guys, Beck created a relaxed atmosphere by 
encouraging the audience to, “Give the ladies 
a little elbow room, because everyone needs 
a little elbow room.” 

Surprising an unprepared audience, Beck 
pulled a gutsy move by opening his set with 
one of his most current singles, “Devils Hair- 
cut.” Most bands save their smash singles 
until virtually the end of the show. However, 


Beck proved that his musicianship is a force 
to be reckoned with. 

The mixing provided by the amazing DJ 
Swamp, who played a key role in contribut- 
ing to the sound’s brilliance, shined through 
on “Novacane” and “High 5 (Rock the 
Catskills).” 

The highlight of Monday’s show, DJ 
Swamp showed off his talent of speaking with 
his hands in a two-to-five-minute turntable 
solo which went over well with the audience. 
The tumtable solo racked up the cool points 
for Beck duc to the fact that a turntable solo 
was a strange, new concept to me. I gave it a 
10 for originality. 

Going back to the energetic concept, your 
reviewer has never seen such a dynamic per- 
formance. Beck played the harmonica with a 
zeal unmatched by even the best honky-tonk 
and blues musicians. He played a good gui- 
tar. During the spacey tracks “Hotwax”, 
“Novacane,” and “Where It’s At” Beck en- 
tertained an appreciative audience by doing 
the robot dance. 

In the blur of the wonderful memories of 
Monday night’s show it almost went unmen- 
tioned that Beck played almost all the hits (but 
not “Corvette Bummer,” dang it) including 
“Loser,” “Where It’s At,” and an unexpected 
treat, the intoxicating, ‘Fume’. The house just 
shook during “Novacane” and the encore 
“High 5 (Rock the Catskills).” 

What more can be said about this show 
except if you didn’t have a ticket, you missed 
out. It was a good time had by all.

The UNO Maverick baseball team has carved out a spot 
for itself on top of the North Central Conference Southern 
Division this season. They further established themselves at 
the top Sunday in a sweep of South Dakota at College World 
Series Park in Omaha. 

With the victories the Mavs improve to 24-12 overall and 
8-2 in the Southern Division, 

In both games the Mavs fell behind early but came back to 
win, 4-3 and 6-3, behind strong hitting in the sixth inning of 
each game. 

The Coyotes took the.lead in game one after scoring two 
runs in the first inning. But the Mavs tied it up on a single, 
two walks, and two errors in the fifth. 

South Dakota reclaimed the lead briefly in the top of the 
sixth, but the bottom of the inning belonged to the Mavs.

Jon Crosby pitched the whole game for the Mavs, to go 2-

fourth inning after two hits and two Coyote errors scored two 
runs for UNO. 

South Dakota tied it up in the fifth, then took the lead, 3-2 
on an RBI single in the sixth. 

But the Mavs scored four times in the bottom of the sixth 
off five singles. Nick Babe started it off and was followed by 
Brian Kudym and Brad Prokupek before South Dakota pitcher, 
Jason Miller, was relieved by Matt McDermott.
